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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Comments 

Claims 1-29, 42-45, 47-49 and 52-53 are allowed. See file history. 

This case has been in examination for several years. During that time, much file 
history has been accumulated. The allowance is not purely on the basis of examiner's 
statements alone. Rather, the overall explanation of Applicant (and Applicant's 
Attorney) has been considered. Both Applicant and Applicant's attorney are charged 
with full duty of candor as noted in 37 CFR. Thus, one must not suspect them of any 
fraud upon the USPTO unless some direct evidence for fraud exists. Their (Applicant 
and Attorney) has strongly and affirmatively stated their point. Among others (most 
certainly not the only statement), pages 1 1-13 of the Appeal Brief must be considered. 
Applicant and attorney strongly assert factual statements. Applicant and attorney 
clearly states that the sentences presented by Examiner as quoted at pages 11-13 were 
not sufficient to those of ordinary skill in the art. If so, Applicant's invention is clearly 
different from the invention envisioned by the Examiner (as noted in the Examiner's 
previous Office Actions). 

Applicant and attorney seem to assert at pages 10-1 1 that the interpretation of 
the terms of the claims must be very specifically and narrowly construed. The pages 
1 0-1 1 when read with pages 4-6 do present some narrow subject matter. This is one of 
the factors (not sole factor) in decision for allowance.

In all, the Examiner still asserts that the previous rejections (rejections before the 
Appeal Brief was filed) were entirely correct when seen without the Appeal Brief . 
Nevertheless, the Appeal Brief, with its very clear narrowing of the scope of the claims, 
does cause the preponderance of the evidence to shift towards Applicant. In all, the 
claims are allowed are allowed because of the entirety of the file history and most 
certainly not solely due to the considerations of finally presented claims in isolation. 
Thus, the reader is specifically directed to the file history (including but not solely the 
passages discussed in this Office Action).
